TERRIBLE FATALITY. 



A Mexican Bailway Train Leaves the 
Track and Plnngres Doym an 
Embanl^ment. 



Fearfal Scene- Women and Children 
Have Their Llmba Torn 
Out or Crushed, 

City ok Mexico, March 1. — A wreck- 
ing train arrived here this morning from tho 
scene yesterday's accident) on tho loter- 
Ooeanlo railway. It brought G5 pei^sont 
who had been injured in the crash, with Dr. 
Alfred Bray, Dr. Francis Crosson and two 
other surgeons v/ho had been sent out aeon 
after tho novva of tho diaaater was received 
here. Many porsons were left dead uoar 
the spot where the train left the rails, 
othors wero on tho point of death, and cf 
those who were brought buck ten or twelve 
cinDo'j poaaibly recover. Thn train conaist- 
ed I f ten coachco. It waa ohoirtoi ed by 
pilgrims from Anitcamcc j, and the ouginoer 
was under ordora to run oirefully. 
It was tilled with pilgrims, many 
of them woniea and obildren, ut 
tho olty station and proceeded slov^-ly at 
first, bub after atopplog far water tho 
engineer began running at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. About 28 miles from the 
oapital and midway between Temamatla and 
Tenugo there is a steep down grade. Oa 
one side of the track the blasted rock forms 
a high wall, on the other is a steep descent. 
At a point where the descent roaches down 
about 30 feet the track makes a sharp curve. 
Tho truios usually round it at half speed, 
bub for a reason not yet aacortained tho 
engineer of tho pilgrims' train tried to tuko 
it without Blowing down. Kithor the rails 
spread or tho oi ginn jiiinpcd tho trr-ok. 
Tho engine and touder broke loose from the 
ooaohea and rolled down ilio embankment. 
Tho coRchca ran olf nbout fifty yarda further 
on. The rear onaciue crashed down against 
the engine and tender, and the rent went to 
pieces at) tho foot of the embunkment near 
by. Five coaches wore smaahcd bo kb to be 
littio more than piles of splintered boards 
and beams and twisted iron 

About twenty pasaongcra nero able to 
extricate themaelvea without severe injuries, 
and they bcEan rescuing those who wero 
pinned under tho wreok. Four women 
were found with their arms crushed and im- 
movable under tho beams. They ioy near 
the engine, and were Boreaming tor fear of 
tho liimcB. After all efforts to 
clear them had proved in vain, 
they were torn loose, one of tliem losing 
her arm from the shoulder, anothor 
hor arm from tfae elbow, and each of the 
oilier two liavlng both arms crushed and 
cgs terribly mangled. Three of tho four 
will die. Three obildren of one family wero 
found dead together under an upset car 
truck. Xheir mother l&y near by with her 
skull crashed and one leg gone. The father 
eaoaped with only a broken shoulder, al- 
though he was oa tho same seat with tho 
three children who wore killed. Fragments 
of arms and legs wore strewn throughout the 
wreckage and soverai of tho bodies were so 
mutilated that no attempt to identify them 
will be made. When the doctors arrived on 
the (vreoklog train they found sixty pilgrims 
near tho wreok and Sva who had nob yet been 
tbken out, because there was no way of cut- 
ting them loose. Tho five were rescued 
first ond put on tho train. The doctors 
worked for five hours to get the injured into 
oocdition to make tho journey b^ck. Every 
one of the tixty-fivo was spattered with 
blood from some open wound. Three men 
had lost half of thair toilps. Four had frac- 
tured skulls ; six women were so bidly in- 
jured in tho buck and abdomen that it was 
feared they would die before they reached 
the city. All the doctors agree that the 
scene at tho wreck and in the ooaofats dur- 
ing their journey horns were the most horri- 
ble in their experienoe. 

The train arrived at the oarve where the 
wreck ocourred at 4 o'olook, and ib did not 
start back until nearly midnight. When 
the train cime into tbestation forty oi the 
in ju rod passengers were stretohed full length, 
helpless from their wounds. All the pil- 
grims were Mexicans. The engineer and 
oondnotor of tho train are supposed to have 
eaoapcd serious injury und to have Iltd to 
tho wooda. 

Tho leas of life In tho wreck on tho Intor- 
ooeanio roilway wos made known lata this 
evening. Sixty-tivo persona wiiro killed and 
forty wore injiirnd, Tho death liat is likely 
to 1)0 IncrcfiHi d an aoveral pasaongers who 
were brought hack in the wrecking train 
are expooted to die within '24 hours.

BBHBIN& SEA INDBUNITY. 

The Senate Deficiency Hill Contains No Pro- 
vision to Meet This Nutional 
Obligation. 

WAHUiNniON, March 1, — The question of 
the Uahrlng Sea Indemnity fund oame up in 
the senate on two oooaslons to>day— first on 

a resolution offered by Mr. Morgan (Demo- 
crat, Alabama) to refer the matter to tho 
committee on foreign relations, with In- 
structions to inqctlro whether or not there 
was any liability, and to what amount, 
on the part of tho United States. 
This resolution was briefly but per- 
tinently dIsouBBod and then went over 
on an objection from Mr. Turple 
Demoora^, Ind. The seoond time that it 
oame up was in the shape of an amsndment 
offered by Mr Cockreil to the deficiency 
bill, appropriating $50,000 for the exponaee 
of arbitration us to the indemnity. That 
wasuntagonizodby Mr. Sherman, Rcpublicai:, 
Otiio, as an unwise proposition whiuh would 
result In a muoh largi^r cost to tho govern- 
ment, and as weakening the principle of in- 
ternational arbilration. It>' ' U'-ired a aub- 
atiluto for it to p'ly tho ?f50,()00 which was 
agreed upon with iho Secretary of State. Mr. 
MorgiD, Dotnocrat, Ala., who had been a 
delegate to tho original ISehrIng tea con- 
foronco at I'aria, declared that audi c. pay- 
ment would be disgraceful to tho adniinia 
tratlon and to tho people of tho United 
Statea. Mr. Cookrell, In order to avoid a 
long diacussion, withdrew tho anieiidmont 
and Mr. Sherman's substitute fell with it, 
and so the difli^loncy bill oontaina no item 
on the iubjaot of tho Behring eoa indemnity. 

FAULTY CONSTRUCTION. 

Collapse of ft Building In New York— Hevoral 
Persons Fiitally fnjiired— Arrest 
of Contmctors. 

Nkw Youic. March 1. — Another building 
disaster ooourred about four o'clock this 
afternoon, which proved nearly as fatal in 
itt results as did the Tenth avenue malt 
house aooidont. The interior of four tene- 
ments in oonrse of oonstruotion on Orchard 
street, near Rivlngton, fell in without a 
moment's warning, and a number of bricklay- 
ers and laborers who were working on it wero 
carried into the cellar with tho falling walls. 
Ono man, an Italian laborer, is missing, and 
it la believod is dead in the ruina. Two men 
aro probably fatally Injured, and eight 
others seriously. The wrecked building has 
boon in course of oonstruotion for ton weeks, 
and work had progressed as fir as tho fifth 
floor when tho crash came. Both of tho con- 
tractors as well as tho owner wero presonl 
when the accident ooourrod. They were 
placed under arrest. The charge agvlnst 
them was criminal nogllgonco. It is ex- 
pected that tho responsibility for the dis- 
aster will be placed upon the prisoners. 
The materials used In the oonstruotion of 
the building it is alleged were faulty.

The Big French Uner Accorded a Warm 
Welcome by the Citizens 
of Havre. 

Havub, March 1 —The city was bedecked 
with flags and the quays were crowded with 
people to-day as a mark of welcome to the 
steamer La Oasoogne. The big ship entered 
the harbor at 1 30 p.m.; a regiment and 
band occupied a place on one of tho jetties 
and played the Marseillaise and other patri- 
otic airs as tho vessil came In. The mem- 
bers of tho municipality and a largo number 
of leading oilizons boarded the steamer and 
congratulated Capt. Baudelon and his 
officora upon their courage and soamanihip 
in bringing tho ship safely into Now York. 
A lunch was served on board tho steamer at 
■1 o'clock, at which the Mayor, membsra ol 
the Chamber of Commerce and others In 
oommerolal life were entertained by the 
Captain and bis staff 

RAID ON CUBAN REBELS. 

Capture of Arms and AramnnilloD— Important 
Prlsouera Hrcnred— Knrther 
Submissions. 

Havana, March t —The Governor of 
Pinar ue! Kto msde a raid on an Insurgent 
resort about six miles from the provinolal 
capital to day and oaplured twenty rifles 
and 12,000 cartridges. QuiUormo and 
Pedro Acevedo, oonsplcuons insurgents, and 
two stray mombers of Coloma's band, have 
gone to the Mfttapzss authorities and pro- 
fossed their tubmlsslon. Among the men 
oaptnred with Colomi's band Is a son of tho 
director of tho Mercedes hospital In this 
city. Antonio Cirbolo, a Havana tailor, 
was overtaken l)y troops at Yaguaramaa 
Aral Vugui y Grande Ho was carrying 
arms and displayed rovniullonary emblems. 
Aa ho refused to aurroodor he was shot. 
The oonimittpe frem tho Bvrro inanrgcnta 
has not returofd to Santiaf^o for further 
consultation with (.Jeneral L iohambre, but 
after oonferrlog with tho iheurgent leaders 
has gone to Palma Borlono. 

GBBMAN NAYY.

My droama have been of a 
groat Gorman navy orosaing the ocean, but 
those dreania havo vanished In view of the 
condition of the reichalag and tho atato of 
our financea." Vico-Admlrnl llollman, aeo- 
retary of tho marine department, also ad- 
vocated an inoro so in the navy for the pur- 
pose of protecting Gormon interests abroad.

' Ottawa, Maroh 1. — The Canada Oasette 
to-morrow will contain tho following an- 
nounoomont : Hon. Theodore Uavio, of Vic- 
toria and of Hor Majesty's counsel learned in 
the law, to bo Qhiof .luatico of tho Supremo 
Court of British Columbia, vice Sir Matthew 
Baillle Begble, deceased. 

The time is extended until June 16 to tha 
International Fiahory Coinmieaionors for tho 
preparation of their report on their work, 
extending from tho great lakea to the Paoifio 
coast. 

Tho Dapartmont of Trade and Commerce 
haa boon notified of .Jamaica's intention lo 
re Impoao certain turilT changes consequent 
upon the abrogation of I ho reoiprocliy treaty 
by tho United States. Canada will endeavor 
to mako reciprocal arrangements with the 
oistor colony. 

Tho Supreme court will deliver judgments 
on March 11, and take up tbe Ontario list 
the next day. 

It Is expected that a Maritime Province 
man will receive command of this year's 
Hlsley team. Major Markham, i f St. Jolin, 
is mentioned. Capt. Coulaon Mitchell, of 
Winnipeg, will be adjutant. 

Since the departure of Mtjor General 
Herbert for England bis horsua have been 
sold, whiob is taken to be a pretty good 
indication that he Is not likely to return to 
Canada. The General's time expires in 
November next. Quartermaster General 
Luke cannot at present snoceed to the com- 
mand as he only holds Imperial rank as 
Major. 

Tho contract which Hugh .Sutherland, as 
president of the W innipeg & Great Northern 
railway, recently entered into with tho gov- 
ernment, haa been approved by ordor-ln- 
oounoil. It providoa for the couatruoi ion of 
a railway from Winnipeg to Hudson Hay at 
the rate of 200 miloa per year. One hundred 
and eighty miles aro to bo built this year. 
The detaila of tho arrangement will be made 
known when parliament meets. 

It is about settled that J. W. Tyrrell, of 
Humilton, will lead the United States ex- 
ploring party to Elleamere Land to search 
for the Swedish naturalists.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Curporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of the Be- 
ceipt of its Revenue for the Year 
1895. 

WiiEREAB by virtue of the Municipal Act, 
1892, and Amending Acta, ovory municipality 
may under tho conditions contained Lhoroin, 
borrow from any person such sum of money 
not oxceedit B, however, an amount equal to 
soventy-flvo per cent, of tho amount of taxes 
collected during tho provious year (18SHI of tho 
auni that was levied that year by a general 
ralo upon land, improvoments or rotd prop- 
erty In tho municipality, and bearing suoh rate 
of Intereat aa may bo rofiulsito, to moot the 
current legal orpondlturo of tho Corporation, 
which becomes payable out of the annual 
rovenne before the revenue for the year be* 
comes payable by the tax payers; 

And wnEHKAS sovonty-flvo por cent, of the 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real property, collootod during tho year 1891, ot 
tho sum that waa levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, Improvements or real property, 
waa?12l,330.13; 

And whkheas to moot tho current legal oi- 
pondlturo of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for tho year 1805, payable ont of the 
annual revenue, before suoh rovonuo for such 
year becomes payable by tho tax payers. It la 
reqolsltei tor the saia Corporation to borrow 
the sum of 9120,000 ; 

TnERCFORB the Mnnloipal Counoil of the 
Corporation ot tho City ot Vlotorla onaota aa 

follows t 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the OorporatloB 

of tho city of Vlotorla, by the Mayor and tho 

Finance Committee thoroof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of thu said Corporation from any 
person or persons, Arm or firma, corporation or 
corporationa who may bo willing to advance 
tho same, tho sum of $120,000, In auch amounts 
and at such times as subject aa hereinafter pro- 
vided tho Bumo may in tho opinion ot tho 
Mayor and tho Finance Committoe of tho 
Council bo required, bearing Interest at a 
rate not exceeding flvo por centum por annum. 

Sec. 3. Tho money bo borrowed shall ho ex- 
pended in defraying tho current legal oxponaea 
of tho said Corporation for tho year 1895, and 
aholl, together with the Interest thereon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before tho Slat day ot December, 
1895, out Ot the municipal revenue for tho said 
year. 

See. 3, The amount so borrowed and IntorosI 
thereon shall be a liability of tho sold Corpora- 
tion payable out of the municipal rovonuo for 
current year 1895, and tho form of obllgaUon to 
bo given as ackuowIcxlgmenC ot such liability 
shall bo a promissory nolo or notes to tho said 
lender or londera as tho sums may bo rf quired, 
signed by the Mayor and tho FlnancoComrallteo 
and the Clork of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing tho soal of tho said Corporation, all ot 
which notes shall bo made payable on or be- 
fore the 3lst Decern ber, IS95, and shall contain 
a clause that tho liability of the Said Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory note or notes 
shall bo a liability payable out ot tho municipal 
revenue for tho current year 1895. 

Sec. I. In tho construcLlon of this By-law tho 
oxpresaions "Land" and "Improvements," 
and " Real Property," shall have respectively 
the moaning given to them In the Municipal 
Act, 1802, and amendments thereto. 

Sec. 5. Thia By-law may be olted as the "An» 
nual Loan Bylaw, 1895."

Rl(Ilcnle(» lu Olllclal Clrclee, But In Others 
Utld to Bo liswKdlugly Serious. 

■Jackson VII, i.K, Fli». , Murch 1.— A Bpeciiil 
to the TimoB-Uuiou from PortTumpa, FU , 
isya : " The ateamer Masootte arrived here 
to-day from Havana, brioging Cuban ad- 
vioos up to Wednosday, The press report of 
an iasurreotion movomcut on tho island is 
oocfirmed. The daily papore of Havana are 
devoting email ipaoe to tho aprielng aud 
leeoi to ooneider It of no importanoe, but 
•the papers are for the must part under gov 
ernmenb eontrol. From tho3o pApors it 
appears that there have been uprisiogs in 
toe priViiiojof Matdozas and Santiago do 
Cuba, and that the ooofliett have ooourrod 
betneen tho government forooa and bands of 
InsurKonts in which one or two men have 
bcou killed and several wonndod. The in 
Burgeuis seem to movo abouc in small bands 
composed of 50 to 100 men, and in no case 
has a cDlllBioc ocourred whioh oould bo 
callod a buttle.

Ravino Gutieiritz, the Spanish vioe-oon- 
sal here, says that be has had no ciBcial 
advices from Havana or Madrid since the 
alleged revoln'ion beRim. He smiled when 
questioned as to the serionsnesa of the uflair. 
" Tbey make no more account of it in Cuba,' 
he said, " than we would in Florida over a 
strike of a hundred laborers. It means noth- 
ing, Why, I have letters from people in 
Havana, written last Sanday, In wnioh thoy 
speak of balls and parties and dinners, but 
make no mention of a tevolation. Talk of 
free Cuba. I tell yoa that Cubans are the 
freest people in America to-day. It is only 
a few who want freedom by the sword." 



PBINCE BISMARCK. 

Never Hftppler Than at Present— Interesting 

ReftKCtlons and BeminBcences. 

London, March 1. — Tho Dally News cor- 
reipondent in Berlin aaya that in conversa- 
btan with a deputation from Leipsio, a few 
days ago, Prince Bismarck spoke thus; " I 
■eldom have been a happier man. When I 
fdokon my few minutoa of real happiness I 
am hardly able to make two hours. In 
paliticB I never gained enough roat to bo 
happy. I only had such momenta in my 
private life. The first one I ever remember 
was when, as a boy, I shot my first hare. 
Later I enjoyed life with my wife and ohll- 
dren. One needs a oertaio natural gift to 
enjoy happiness. The old Emperor posses 
eed it. His temperament was partly phleg- 
nitttlo. It was difiSoalt to bring him to a 
deeiaioD, but when hie decision was ouco 
made you could build a honae on it. He 
loved tru h above all things. So del. 

During my diplomatic oareor I tried to 
Btiuk to tho truth. Now and then I wao 
obliged to devi.itrj a infle from it, and that 
uaa very paiLful lo the old mi;n. Ho ahvaya 
bluaho'l, and I could not fuce him, but 
would look qickly awuy. Tlio Prince snid 
of tho anti Suoialiflt bill : " I always have 
t)ld rulora with whom I have oonvcrsod on 
tho Bubj'^ot, if you combat Booinliani with 
all tho moans in your power you will aup- 
press it as an aouto mal.idy, but if you 
refuae protection to tho middle Guiusta 
you will conjaro up a chronic die 
ease, which it will bo very diilioult to cure, 
Tiie idea of coming to terms wiih tho revo 
lutionistB soenia to uio to be as eauo aa if, in 
tho cane of Franco declaring war, we ahonid 
send lawyera In ni-uoliato with her." One 
of the Prince'f pueala remarked : " Yuu 
must have had m iny yo*rs of happiness in 
seeing tho revoronco and ail otion rhiit lh;i 
groat German nation fo'-le for you " " Vi a," 
answered Bismarck, " I am happy in that 
respect. Hatred is contagious, I havu learn- 
ed, iint love ia tho same. The great pre 
paratioos for my birthday show such love 
and good will that tbey put all hatred I 
have ever experienced oat of my bead."

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

The CondltlonB of tho Country as Uc-mona 
triited by tho Bank Stiitcmcut 
for January, 

(From the Montreal Gazetto.) 
Tho bank statement for January betokens 
dull trade. Thoro aro many ohiuges in tho 
accounts ainco tho Djcembor return was 
m ide up, and all point to a alow rrovonientin 
omiiiercial oirclea, v/ith a groat uccumula- 
t'on of fundi In the banks. Tho period is, 
of course, always a quiet one, perhaps mora 
SI than any other in tho year, and no undue 
sigoifioacoe should, for tliia reason, be given 
to tho declining ciroulalion and reduced 
volume of discounts, whioh, by iho way, in- 
dioato that if trade la dull ita foundations 
K o stable. Tho uoto circulation declined by 
uo loss than S3 458,300, or from 375,000 
to $28,917,300, and is now at the lowest 
point touched in recent yeara ; but it ia wtU 
to remember that in January of 189-i tho cir- 
culation fell ofT S3 847 500, that in January 
of 1893 it fall off S3,3t)2,U0O, and in January 
of 1892 S3, 000,000, so that tho contraction 
of last month is not at all exceptional. 

Having the advantage of an elastic cur- 
rency in Canada, the system whioh auto- 
matically adapts itself to the needs of trade, 
expanding in the autumn, when the harvest 
is moved to market, and then reosdiog again 
when this funotion ia diaohargad, the return 
of oironlating notes to the banks in the win- 
ter months becomes a matter of course. The 
sigaifioaot fact, however, is that the volnme 
and value of the every day Irasineas of the 
country can at present bo carried on with 
four ndllion dollars less ourrenoy than was 
required fo- tho purpjso two yoara ago, a 
reduction of I'J per cent., part of wiiich ia 
accounted for by tho fall iu prices, and part 
by a diuiislied irado ir.r venieut. Tho bank 
oirculatiou at January 31 for tho laat aix 
years has been :

The loan acoonots have been oontraoted, the 
amount of mnr>ioipal aeourltiea held being 
less by $289 .500, and of current dieooaats 
loss by §2,081,000 Go the other hand. Io.i"ii 
on railway securities were rnlarged 8176,000, 
and call loans $295,000. The uoatraolion 
current or mercantile loans, while indioatlve 
of quiet trade, ia also expresaivn of the 
ability of traders to keep their liabilities 
within the range of their buainoss. Over- 
due debts were reduced $19,000. 

Comparing the condition of the bank oq. 
counts at tho end of January In this and 
last year, a notable feature la the great in- 
oreasB In public deposits, which rose $11,- 
752,000 during that period, whereas in the 
preceding year they remained stationary. 
The net foreign balances due the banks are 
also higher by $7,000,000 on the twelve 
months, and tho amount of spi<cio and Itigal 
tendrra held Is greater by $2,720 000. Mer- 
cactlle loans have decreased by $4,300 000, 
08 compared with a decline of $1,650,000 in 
the note circulation ; but loans on railway 
soourlties have been enlorged $1,800,000 
and call loana $4,000,000, those being appar- 
ently the chief vent offering for the surplus 
fnnda of the banks seeking employment.

A BAD BEOINNINO. 

The organ of the Opposition on Thursday 
promised to be good. It tells its readers 
that as long as the election lasts it will re- 
frain from evil speaking, lying and slander- 
ing, and will be for that time, at any rate, a 
good little newapaper. It ia a pity that it 
did not begin to carry out its very praise- 
worthy resolation at once, for the leading 
article of that issue does not show that it bad 
then experienced a change of heart. The 
article la misleading, and we cannot 
help believing that it was intended 
to be eo. In that artiole the edi- 
tor holds the Government responaible 
for the decrease in the imports for the 
month of January of the preaont year. 
Every man who posaeaaea an atom of com 
mon sense knows that the dutlneas of trade 
is owing not to anything the Qovernment 
has done or has not done, but to the general 
depreaaion that prevails in almoat every 
country in the world. It would bo quito as 
roaaonablo to blame the Government for tho 
ovecHow of the Froser River aa to ask the 
electors to condemn it baoanae the mer 
obants of Canada did not see their way to 
Import as large a quantity of goods 
last January aa they did in Janu 
ary of 1S91. The Uominion (iovorn 
niont had no more control over lho oiroum 
atancoa that C:>uaed trade everywhere to be 
depressed than it bad over the canaea that 
control the forces of Nature. When, then, 
our contemporary eays that the proapeotivo 
dofloienoy of lho rovonuo io owing to tho 
" oriminal mlsmanagomont " of tho Govern 
mont it atatoB what it must know to bi 
ridiculously false. Perhaps our contem- 
porary thinks there is no harm In this kind 
of lying. Bat there are moralists who be- 
lieve that for a politician to say what he 
Icnows to be false about a Government ia 
quito aa wicked aa knowingly to boliu an 
ijdividual. 

What makes thia false statement of tho 
(Fimea the more absurd la that in the very 
Bams artiole it aaya : " The contention that 
the rednotion of the onatoma revenue is a 
reanlt of tlie Fosterlan tariff revision ia evl 
dently one of tho stupidest fallacies that 
was over put forward by a party in distreas." 
Hero our contemporary completely oxonor- 
atoa tho Govcrnmout from boing tho cause 
of any diminntloa of the revenue. The Gov- 
ernment la donbtless responsible for any de* 
fiolenoy that the revision may have canaed. 
Tho reviaion was their own aot, and it ia 
porfeotly fair to hold thorn responsible for 
lt.i oonaequenccs. Ifut tho Times says that 
tho revision had nothing to do 
with the "bole" in the treasury 
eanaed by the decreaae in importa, 
■0 (he reviaion conld not have been part of 
tho "oriminal" miamanagement. Perhaps 
our contemporary will do a littio explaining, 
and lot tho commuHity know to what orim- 
luEil aot or acta of tho Govornmont tho do- 
croaso in the importa and, by oonacquenoo, 
the decreaae In the revenne, is due. It owes 
It to itself to prove to the satlafaotion of 
reasonable people, that it was owing to tho 
"criminal mibmanagomont " of the Govern- 
ment that fewer goods were imported into 
tho Dominion in January, 18!);', tlmn iu 
January, 1894. If it cannot do thia it will 



have to plead guilty of having broken its 
promise as soon aa it was made. 

By the way, baa the Times yet fonnd out 
that the money paid into tho treasury aa tax 

on tobaooo la not stolen from the users of the 
weed ? 



THE QRITS AND TBEIR LEADERS. 

This ia what an Kiatern contotnporary 
Buya about Sir Richard Cartwrl^hl's recent 
deolaratlon of war ugaioat those who have 
been trying to stab him in the dark : 

Sir Richard Cartwrlght has brought the 
Grit party to their knees by a terrible 
threat. He declares that he knows the 
" c-afts, wiles, and devices" by which tho 
"Rtform" party has been aeveral times 
wrecked, and threatens that if any more at- 
tacks are Inade upon him In the party, "all 
Canada ahall ring with the names of those 
traitorous Refermera." At the threat the 
recreant Grtta tremble In their ahoea, and 
Riohard waa himself again ! Mr. Mackenzie 
knew aomething of the " crafts, wiles, tricks 
and devioea" of the party. So did Mr. 
Blake. Both were harassed out of the lead- 
(irahip, and virtually or really oul of lho 
party. Mr. Mackenzie lived long enough 
to see his party a aourco of unspeakable 
pain and huaiiliation to him. Mr. Blake, 
unable to continue with auch a party, with- 
out violence to hia contciouco as a patriotic 
Canadian, cut himself clear of them in that 
momorablo letter of March 5th, IS'.II, oloa- 
ing in these worda : 

" Hating to sail under faho colore, and 
nvorao to train hostile guns upon the com- 
radoa cf a former day, I make my domlasion 
to tho party and pats out from the public 
life of Canada.'' 

Mr. MackoDzlo waa released from the 
wiles and dovicoa of hia party by death, and 
Mr. Blako aought refuge from them in an- 
other land. Sir Riuhard'a threat opens up 
a frightful themo and haa broui;ht hia party 
into Bubjeotion, where undoubtedly he will 
keep them, both as regards himielf, and aa 
regards their political opponents. 



FRBB SUGAR. 



A good deal has bson stoutly said by the 
organ of the Opposition in thia city about 
augar. Although tho Conaorvativo Govern- 
ment has placed sugar on tho froo liat, our 
contemporary maintains that augar is not 
free ; and altbongh making aogar free 
haa canaed it to be cheaper then 
was heretofore thonght possible, it is 
maintained that the people of the 
Dominion have not been beoelited by the 
remission of the sugar dutiea. A almllar 
controversy haa been going on in the East 
between the Montreal Herald and the Mon- 
treal Gazette. Thia ia how the Qszatte dia< 
poaea of the argument that the Canadian 
refiners get all the benefit of the abolition 
of tho dutiea on sugar : 

The Herald calculates that the tariff on 
augar puts $9,000 a year Into the treasury 
and §1,600 000 a year into the pockets of the 
Canadian refiners. The Herald gives a fair 
aample of how far from tho market facts an 
active imagination may ride on a theory. 
Tho great augar market of tho continent is 
in Now York. Tho quotations there for 
standard brand equal to Canadian granulat- 
ed on Thuraday were three and thlrteen-aix- 
toonth centa a pound. In Montreal tho 
rate waa three and a ([uarter to three 
and throe eighth cents. Tho wholeaale 
prloa in Canada was ijuite half a cent 
lower than that in New York, the current 
proaa quotationa being taken in each case. 
This is not a singular condition. It is rather 
the rule, and lus been so for many montha, 
the trade returna of the year 1893 showing 
that over four million pounda of Canadian 
su,^ar was exported to the United States, 
With Canadian refined sugar much the 
cheapest on the continent it Is plain that 
the refiners cannot be putting the doty in 
their pocket. The Herald's political writer 
should consult oooaaionally with hia oom- 
mercial man. Ha would learn (hen how 
not to make a public exhibition of himaelf. 



A NEW NATION. 

The riae of a new nation on the other aide 
of the Paoifio Goean ia a matter of consider- 
able interest to the inhabitants of this Pacific 
provinoe. Hitherto Japan, aa a nation, haa 
been regarded with Indiffdrence. The at- 
tempt to eatabliah conatitutional govorn- 
mont in a country unacquainted with even 
Ita forms was watched with lotereat by a 
oomparative few, and the wonderful adapt- 
ability of tho Japanese waa witneaaed with 
amaznnont. But until lately it waa not 
boliovod that tho changes that have 
boon going on in Japan would afloot 
any country outside tho jurisdiction of the 
Mikado, iiat the events of the last few 
months has Inoreaaed the ImportaDce of 
Japan in tho eyes of people everywhere. A 
nation haa almost literally been born in a 
day. A people who it waa believed waa 
littio more than playing at civilizition haa 
shown itaelf to be poaaeaaed of great capa- 
bilities and to have made Immense strides 
in the art of war in a wonderfally short 
time. 

Tho Government of Japan has acted with 
romarkablo vigor and has used ita re- 
Bouroes with extraordinary skill. It has 
gone to war with a nation believed 
to poaaeaa immenae reaervea of power 
and it haa been sncoeaaful from the com- 
mencement. Ita army waa cfBoient and 
well provided with everything it needed in 
the field, and ita navy was powerful, well 
armod and well manned. 

Tho superiority of the Japaneae to the 
Chinese was oonapionoua from the very first. 
Not only was the Japanese Government 
better prepared in every way to carry on 
the war than the Chinese Government, but 
tho Japanese soldiers proved to be bettor 
fighters than the Chinese soldiers, There 
was no oomparlson betwoon the armies of 
the two nations as regards morale. 
In short, Japan is now believed 
to be a military power which 
the nations of the West cannot afford to 
doapiao or disregard. It is easy to imagine 
national combinations in whioh Japan may 
be a very useful friend or a very unpleasant 
foe. A nation that has a well d!ncipllned 
army of proved fighting ability, and n well- 
equipped navy under capable officers, has 
olaima to respect and oonaideratlon that can- 
not be anfely ignored. When tho Chinese 
war ia over it ia anfe to predict that Japan 
will occupy a much higher place in tho 
fivmlly of nations than it ovor did before, 
und there is every reason to believe that it 



will feel its strength and be ready to aaaert 
ita importance. 

TBB TROVBLB IN OUBA. 

The revolution in Cobs does not oppoar 
to be very formidable. The Government ia 

oonSdent of itn ability to put down the in- 
surrection. Kobolliona in Cuba are quito 
frequent but they are eoldom very aerious. 
There hua not beun anythioK like u general 
rising of tho people. A few " patriots ' 
make a disturbAnca in one or two diatriota 
while the rest of the Island looka on with 
appurcnt indiffjrenoe. it is a little surprle- 
ing that tho Cubans hove not ero this risen 
i n iiKis-ic ngiinst lho Spinish Government. 
Thjkt Government haa never got rid of the 
old idea that oolooioa are intended for ihe 
advantage of the Mother Country and for 
that alone. Colonists — Creoles — are looked 
upon by tho natives of Spain as their in- 
foriora, and have never been entrusted with 
tho management of their own affairs. They 
have chafid under the treatment they have 
received, but they do not appear to possess 
the ability to organize a united opposition 
to the Spanish party. A few among tbem 
have boon agitating for morn freedom, and 
othera seem to think that their only chance 
for freedom ia to become annexed to tho 
Uolted States ; but hitherto all attempta to 
throw olT tho yoke of Spain and to obtain 
the advantages and privileges of ooroplete 
self-government have been failures. The 
preaont distnrbanoe does not appear to have 
attained the dimensions of a rebellion.

Tho merita of the Acadian citizens of 
Prinoo Edward lalaud hivo buou recognized 
In tho appointment to the Senate of Mr. 
Joseph Arsonault, of Prince County. Mr. 
Arsenault is perhaps the most prominent 
man of bis race in the Provinoe, He has 
had an experience of more than a quarter of 
a century in the Legislature of Prince Ed- 
ward Island, and was a member both of 
Mr. Pope's and Mr. Sullivan's Provincial 
Governments. In the AaioTibly ond the 
Kzocutivo he was the colleaKue of Mr. Fer 
guion, now a Dominion Minister, who baa 
of course reoommended his appointment. 
Mr. Arsenault la a merchant and farmer, 
and in every way a worthy man.

WILL NOT BE EXTBADITED. 

Krcd. Hall, Arrested In San Kranclsco, Can- 
not bo Held by tho Law. 

A San Francisco dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco states that " Fred. G. Halt, a variety 
actor, has been arrested on a charge of grand 
larceny, at the Inatance of Charles Bookman, 
late hotel employe of Victoria, K C. Hall 
some timo ago booamo friendly with the 
wife of Ueokman, and wbilo Buckman came 
to this city in search of employment he in- 
duced Mrs. Beckman to entrust him with 
$300 worth of diamonds and $,^,000 in cash 
for safe keeping, atating at the time that he 
would elope with her in a day or two. Im- 
mediately on obtaining possession of the 
money and the valuables Hall absoonded to 
this olty, the remit being bta arrest on com- 
plaint of Beckman. Hall was in tbe police 
court tbia morning bat the oase was con- 
tinued nntil to-morrow. He will probably 
be held to await a recjulsition for his return 
to Viotoria," 

Fred, Hall, tho pianist referred to, will 
not bo extradited, for the simple reason 
that there is no evidonoo upon which a con- 
viction could bo secured. Tho case is a dis- 
graceful one all through, but though Hall 
has played a despicable role in it he has 
steered clear of legal oatanfilemcnts. 
Camille Beckman, tho woman in the oase, 
h is not lived with her husband for years, 
during which aho has been known as pro- 
priotrosB of houses of ill-fame on View and 
Broad streets. Six months or more ago she 
engaged Hall as parlor pianist, bis duties at 
her establishment commencing at tho close 
of tho performance in the Delmonieo music 
hall, of which ho was musical director. 
Camille immediately fell violently in love 
with him, though bo declined to reciprocate 
and finally left ttj city to avoid her. When 
ho returned a fortnight later ho surprised 
her by reopening tbo acquaintance 
and professing affection. Xben be 
told her that he thought of buy- 
ing out the proprietors of the 
Delmonieo, but needed more cash than 
he had at immediate oommand in order to 
do so. He requested a loan and she wll 
llngly agreed; she drew all her money out 
of bank.pawnedbordiamonde and mortgaged 
her furniture, raising for him in all, accord 
ing to her statoniontn, about Sl.l'OO; and by 
his account $250, all of which ehe gavo him 
without security or aprucment as to the 
timo of repayment, Aa soon aa lie had tho 
money in his possossiou. Hall loft for Pueblo, 
C'ol., intendiog to spend a short vacation 
there and then atudy tho latest features of 
oleotrical scionco as applied to medicine in 
San Francisco, It was reported horo that 
ho joinod an English musio hall favorite in 
Tacoma and tharo had a morry timo with 
her on tho borrowed money. It was this 
chielly that started Canilllo on tho war 
path, and she determined to advertise Hall's 
conduot though tbe law was powerless to ro- 
tors her money.

Party on the Qnea* 
tion. 



The Agritation Commenced in Deception 
Is to End the Same 
Way. 



(From tho Mail-Kmplro.) 

Mr, Ouimot ia reported to have auld in 
KuBBoU that tlio Llborala wero exhibiting to 
tho biahops in Quebec a letter from Mr 
Greonway promising that if Mr. Lanrier 
should bo auoceaaful at the next election tho 
Manitoba government would boo to It thai 
tho eopiirnte achoola were rc-OBtubUahod. A 
donial of thia atuteineut has boon Clod, and 
Mr. Tarto, who apcuke wi'.h authority for 
the oppoBi:ii>n In-^dor, liaa declnred thuc the 
report wa» sot tfl jiU aololy for tho purpoao 
of injuring that genlloinan in Outario. 
What truth there is in tho story time will 
reveal. Mennwhlle we must all Btrive hard 
tooultivate the belief thit Mr. Lauricr haa 
no fixed intentiona on the <iaestion, although 
we are wall aware that, apeaking through 
hia lientenanta In Quebec, he ia eager for 
federal tnterferenoe. wberoaa, aa reproaented 
by bis Manitoba oolloagaes, rebellion would 
be far bettor than revision. 

Matters on thin Manitoba question appear 
to be taking very much the same shape bb 
that aaaumed by them during tboolcuiion of 
1891. Mr. L'iurier, it will be remomben-d, 
waa, while that oontcat was ponding, ([uloa- 
cant BO fur n« iho aohool issue waa concern- 
od, '3.xct!i)l to tho extent that ho declared for 
jiiatiou, tolttiiMou, freedom and C(juality, 
principlofl whiuh, let ua hope, nobody dia 
putea. liut there was another leader in the 
campaign who. In that ho controlled tho 
war-cheat, wi.a fiir more ii.lluontial than tho 
loader proper. Wo shall poeoibly never 
kno* to a dollar how niuoh waa stolen from 
tho Qmibeo troaaury In order to further jua- 
tice, toleration, freedom and Kjuality nt 
that particular lime ; but wo do know 
whit. In every detail, tho greut public iiuen- 
tiona wore. Ineroaaed bubaidiea, tcj^uilier 
with more railways and bridgua, wr ro im- 
portant planka, bub towering ubove them all 
waa tho doolaralion of Mr. Mercior ihnc 
either the woatorn public schools or tho 
oonfederacion must go. 

It happoQoii uuforlunatoly, that Mr Mer- 
olor'a frank deolarationa reached Manitoba, 
an Booideat which is to be attribated to the 
unfriendly activity of the public press. 
Great ootnmodnn arose there as a conse- 
qaenoe. and Mr. Watson, who was the 
leader of the Manitoba Liberals In tho 
Commons, aa indeed ho had been for years, 
seeing that he was iho only Liberal member 
from tho territory, lying weat of Like Su- 
perior, was moved In self defonco to take 
meaBurea to aot tho pnbllo mind at rest. 
Ho appears to have oommunloated with Mr, 
Lsurior, and as a result was in a position to 
state definitely that " ho hud tho uEeuranoo 
of hia loader that If tho party oamo to power 
tho law would not bo dlaallowod," 

It is of interoab at thIa period of tho dIa- 
ousaloo, and in view of the dual poaltion 
Mr. Lanrier, (hrongh his followers, Is once 
•gain aiiaming open the queatiooi to ex. 



amine the history of the dispute ao far aa it 
has gone, The first point to bear in mind 
with reference to the subjeot ia that it or- 
iginated within the Liberal fold. Mr. 
John S. Ewart, in a letter tddrested to Mr. 
Ureenway In 1892, relates (be facta. He 
aaya the Norqaay administration In Manito- 
ba had (alien Into disfavor, and aa a result 
Mr. Greenway was fairly on the way to 
power. lb beoame neoesaary to oontoat tho 
oonBtltuenoy of St. Franooia Xavier, which 
waa essentially French and Roman Catholic. 
During that campaign Mr. Joaaph Martin 
took an aetivo part, promlaing thn olootora 
that If they ahould return tho Liberal oun- 
didate thoir achoola would certainly bo sale. 
Mr. Fiaher, now a member of tho legisla- 
ture, and a Liberal, corroboratea this etato 
ment. Ho attended meetings with Mr. 
Martin, and heard that gentleman declare 
that it wua never tlio intention of the Lib 
erala to interfere with tho language of tho 
flhools. " Ho wenC further," Buys Mr. 
Fiaher, " and not only said that Liberala 
had no idea of Interfering with theao Inati 
tutiona, hut ho govo a pnaitivo pledge in the 
name of the Liberal party that they would 
not do BO " Mr. Martin's candidatu won. 

They foUowi d the formation of tho looal 
cabinet. Mr. Evvart declares that in thi» 
prooeSB Mr. Greenway consulted Archbishop 
Taobe, and made voluntary and dcfialt" 
promlaoa to him that the achoola would not 
be alTeoted. Mgr. Taobe in a letter con 
firms the statement made on this point. He 
aaya that when Mr. Greenway was formibg 
his ministry the Premier paid him a visit, 
and announced that he was aexioua to have 
a Frenoh-Canadian colleague, Mr. Prender 
gaat, in the cabinet, and that under his 
government tho schools would be oontinuod. 
The Arohliiiihop waa glad enough to hear 
thia; but Hia Grace waa very uiuoh aur- 
pristd later on to find the achoola made the 
subjeot of attuok by Mr. (Jreenway, and 
much mnro ao to learn that Mr. Ureenway 
denied that^ ho had given the proiidao to 
protect them. Writing to Mr. (ireenway, 
lie aaya : " After violating your promlsea 
you now deny over having made them 
After Boaling my lipo with tho promise of 
Booreoy you have injured tho people en 
truQtcd to my apirilual caro in a matter 
dearer to mo than life itaolf." Hero then ia 
the lojal political history of tho case. The 
(ireenway government pledged itaelf to tho 
public and to Archbishop Taohe to continue 
tho aehoola. and then passed the law aboliah- 
Ing them. 

Now immediately that tlio promise had 
beon broken the Quebec wing of the Liberal 
party began to oall npon the Federal power 
to undo what the Manitoba wing had done, 
No men in the world oould have been more 
anxions for the welfare, material and re- 
llgiona, of the minority in Manitoba than 
were Messrs. Meroler and Tarte. Mr. Mer* 
oler for bin part was prepared to destroy 
coofederalio ^, or at loaac lo rotulia'o upon 
tho ProtestautB, If justice wero not promptly 
rendered to the opprcased. Had ho been 
able to carry into effect hia leaser threat — 
and, happily, tho diacovery of tho thofta 
rendered Ihia Imposaiblo — ho would have de- 
prived the Protestants of Quobooof tho sep- 
arate eduoition thoy onjny. Mr, Tarlo wna 
equally b 1 igoront ; bub hia campaign took 
tiie form of an assault upon Archbiahop 
Tacho. Ho hold that the Archbishop had 
not been aufTioiontly aotivo in the matter of 
prosaing for action al Ottawa. Said ho : — 
" The old Archbishop, aiok. tired, harasaed, 
easily beoame the viotitn of the cabinet, in 
whose name Mr. Cbapleau applied to him. i 



Hit oxoeaaive confidence haa compromised a 
cause wbich could then have been safe* 
guarded." 

The referenoe to Mr. Cbapleau was based 
apoD the asanmptlon, dented by the Arab* 
bithop, that there had been apolitical agree- 
ment with that statesman. Bnb while hia 
Grace resented the Impntation oast upon his 
integrity, stili mora fervently did he repu- 
diate the insiouation that senility bad over- 
taken him. In an ably.written letter he 
complained bitterly cf Mr. Tarte's cruel In- 
justice to him, and declared that wbilo ago 
nad oortainly crept upon him hia ellorta 
wero still directed towarda the promotion of 
the welfare of hia people. A very unfortu- 
nate episode waa Blr. Tarte's colliaion with 
Mgr. Tache. Resulting, of c.nirae, from 
Mr, (ireeuway'a logialalion, it waa nevor- 
theUfls tho direct outcomo of a keen deaire 
on tho pari of Mr. Tarte to make p'lrty capi- 
tal even at tho exponeo of tho honor 
and veracity of the spiritual leader 
of tho Frenoh-Uanadiana in tho West. 

Tho more recent history of tho case is 
familiar lo ua all. Two years uco Mr. 
Lanrier promifod that if it ahould be found 
that the Manit ol.'n law inlet fered in tiny 
way with the guurunleed lighta of tho iiilu. 
oriiy he would poraonally plead with Ills 
Western friond for iho ralifioalion of tho 
wrong. Tho leader has had Iho juilgmont 
of tho judicial committee before him for 
weeks. No evidence Af pleading has yut 
boon introduoed. That Mr. Laurlor hae 
pleaded wich Mr. Greenway ia altogether 
doubtful. A;> all events the only news 
which oomes from the Western wing of tho 
party ia that the Liberal government will do 
nothing oi itself, but tbaa it Is prepared. In 
the event of the exercise by the Dominion oi 
the power which Mr. Tarto wiahea to call 
into operation, to oroato a disturbance 
which hIU certainly bo damaging to tho 
material inloreaia and to the good naiiio of 
thocountty. Mr. Tarte, in i ho face of the 
attltudo of hia Wenteru tiUiea, ia inarching 
thrnu(;h (Juebeo demanding Federal aclion, 
and ihreaienlng sorloua coniicciuoncea unloaa 
auoh action bo promptly taken. 

Thus wa havo the (ireenway wing of tho 
parly threatening tho peace ol tho l.^oniinion 
if the views of tho Tarto wing ahould pre- 
vail ; while tho Tarto wing Is prepared to 
destroy tho peace of tho country if tho 
Greenway wing ia not forced to accept what 
Mr Laurior, who ia well ablo to plead with 
it, doolinoB or negleola to ask it to do. Mr. 
Tarto attrlbutoB tho entire trouble, not to 
Mr, Greenway, who begun it. In violation of 
the pledge, which Mr. Ewart, another Lib- 
oral, aaya ho gave to Archbishop Tacho, but. 
to the Orangetnon r f Ontario, who havo not 
even votes in Manitoba. In his Montreal 
speech he declared that tho diaturbera of 
the Dominion were these same Orunglsts. 
" I oppose Sir Mackenzie Bowell because ho 
ia ao Orangeman. No peaco ia poadblo in 
the country if the righta of all are not otiual. 
Orangemen seek to deatroy tho peaco by 
uttacklDg Catholicism. They wish Pro- 
teataatlsm to rate in the country : it la what 
we do not wiab." L'Elecbonr, Mr. Puoaud'a 
paper, eooonda Mr. Tarto'a asaaulta upon 
the Orange order. It boa discovered that 
two hundred thousand armed Oraugomen 
will pounoo down upon Quebec, unlcaa In- 
dood the cahwiiity oliouid happily bo averted 
by tho aucceaa of Mr. Laurior at the polla. 
Here tho case stands. Commencing with 
doooption it has beon oontluod and ia end- 
ing in the same way. That it will result, as 
its participants ezpeot, in placing the 
Domlulon treaanry at the command of the

(Judgmonlot Drako, J.) 
Coi'iiULAN VS. WiLMOT AND CORl'OnATIO.N 

OF Victoria. 
The qneetion here Is, What ia the 

meaning of tho contract T The plain- 
tiffs tendered for tho work on an 
estimate of quantities furnished by tho 
defendants' engineer. It is now stated tho 
fluantitiefi are largely in exceaa of the actual 
material required to bo removed. I-, ia 
stated that itiey show some 2,(jlJU linoal feet, 
while tho whole work has been oompletod 
for some 1,4C0 feet. 

This error, if it Is one, ia not that of the 
plainiitld. Tho epecilijations, clauso 10, ex- 
pressly Btato that the defendants are tiot to 
i)L' in any way responsible for tho (juantlties 
given or liable for any loss in rcspucc there- 
of. Oa the other band, the dtfandanta oan- 
not complain now that they over-estioiaced 
the work. 

The pialatiifi), when they made thoir ten- 
der, pui in 6gurea in tlie forms famished 
them at how much per foot they would 
charge for the varioua material they would 
remove in vertical dapth. Lookin;; at the 
tender, it ia clear the plaintiffi coD'.emplatt.d 
these fignres as ha viog relation to the amount 
they would boentitlod toroceivo for any extra 
work dnno hy thoni, and also ua tho crittrion 
by v/hk-h auy worlia not dono would bo 
vilued for tho purposo of deduoLion fmm 
tho Gontruct price. Tho tender Ib an nflTor 
to couatruci the works in uccordanou with 
tho drawings, spcclGcalions, i|uantilieB, 
forms of tender, and to kocp in repair fur 
57,05-1 ''), and it gora on to say cliai thu 
accompanying echodulo contaius t ho prices 
on which tho tender was baaod, and aro 
thoao on which tho oontractora agree to 
execute any additional work or to d'jduot 
for any work not axocutod. 

Tho only moaning I can attach to thia 
tendor is, that a lump sum was otfered for 
the wholu viotk and the anbedules were to 
be used to calculato the value of any extra 
work or work not dono. 

Ic is admitted that tho wholo work has 
been exeonted under this contract. T'lat 
boiog ao there can be no estimates of deduc- 
tion, and the qaeation is to what 
paymenti are the plaintlflTs entitled, leav- 
ing oat of oonsideration for thoprossnt) tho 
claim for extras which the plaintiffs have 
put forward. 

The contract ia drawn up baeod on the 
teadera, and tho plaintiffj undertake to ox- 
eoute tilo worka desoribod in tho BpoclQea. 
tions.billaof quantities, and formof tendeifor 
the prica of $7,032, wbioh priou the defend- 
ants agree to pay. 

Tho defendants contend that thio is a con- 
tract not for tho pricj of ?7,0.'J'2, but for 
only such an amount c{ work aa tho en- 
gineer may certify and measure at tho prioea 
tnontionod in the billa of qunnlilk-a. Tho 
opocifications and contract lea:i nin to a 
dilToront concluelou. The work id to bu car- 
ried cub in acaordanoo with tho cuutraut 
drawings auhjecc to modlQcatioa. 

By olanso 9, additional worlta shall bo 



oonatrooted In socordanoe with the specifi 
cations, liiiisof qa&ntities, etc. 

Additiooal woric mnat be something sup- 
eradded to the oontraot work. 

Clause 5 shows what tho contract work 
WO" to bo. 

C'luuso 11 indicates that the schedule 
prices are used for tho purposo of enabllDg 
tho engineer to ascertain upon what biisie 
the tendor is made, and for detinitig iho 
amount to bo paid for extra work, or to be 
deducted for work not dono. If thia was a 
ooulruot hy quantitioa, cuch a clause would 
bo utterly useless, for thero could bo no 
deduottons from tho contruct sum, there 
being no sum from which aoy v/ork not per- 
fected could be deducted. 

Then clause l.'i refers to tho gross sum at 
which the contractor offers to execute tho 
work, ua being inoludvo ol everything re- 
quintto to compldte the proposed worka 
uudcr Iho contruct. 

Thia ia eotireiy oppcB°d to the idea of thia 
oontraot being a billa of quantity contract 
only. 

Mr. Wit mot in giving bit final oortifioata 
has adopted Che BOhedote of prices as his 
guide to asoertain the amoant due, ignoring 
Iho fact to which I have drawn ati on tiou, 
thjbt tho defsndaata have agreed lo pay a 
lump turn, and that the eohedule of prices is 
10 b-j usod for extra work or for deductions 
on'y 

I think a great blunder h is been made 
oometvbere. II lhaamountcurtitud to be due 
to thu coDtrdCtora ia aDytbiug approximate 
to tho value of the woik done, it ia appar- 
ent the plaintiffs have a very valuable con- 
iia-jr. 

I'ho ni xt point in as niganls tho extra 
wurk uUimiid by tho plaintllf) for oaunoo 
liona, Mr. Wiimot'd aiiawor in : This work 
was done under my order and by iny diroc 
tion, but as tho (ailir.ateu of tho quantity of 
txcjvulion which I gavo to tho contractors 
la so greatly in pxueua of tho actual work 
dono, thoyshcuid not now bo ontlllud lo 
any additional payment. Thero ia somii 
alight ground for this view, becauso tho 
schedule pipers show that tho lump sum 
which tho contmctora inst-rttd as thoir 
fi;^uro for tho wholo job was baaed as I have 
biforo atatod on tigurea given by tho en- 
gineer which, if incorrect by boiog in ex- 
cess of tho actual work r(qu(red,would com 
pensQte for the work dune in malting the 
ooDneotione. Buti was this the contraut— 
were the plaintiffs to do anything more 
than the work shown on the plans and in- 
cluded in the apeoiSoationa ? The oontraot 
and tender both refer to these quantity 
Bchednlea as the oritorion for vaining extra 
work, and ia my opinion tho connecCiooa 
under the contract are extra work and have 
to bi) valued oooordln^ly. 

I cannot ascortain without a referonoo un- 
less tho parties agrio what ia the valuo (if 
this extra work ; the method of computation 
put forward by Mr. VVilmod will not boar 
examination. 

Tho schedules of prices on which ho claims 
to base hi!> figures only dei l with vortical 
quantitloaof earth, rock or hardpan from 
the surface downwards and not with mixed 
strata at ail. Mr. Wilmob calculates in this 



way ; if there ia aay ten foot of earth and one 
foot of rook bolow he allowa for the earth 
at 62 oenta and he allowa for the rook at the 
difforence botwoen the figurea $6 87 for ten 
feat of rook and $7 50 for eleven feet, tbna 
allowing 03 oonta for one foot of rook ex- 
tracted at a depth of ten feet from the aur- 
faoo or 81 25 in all. if on tho other hand 
there waa a foot of rook on the anrfaco fol- 
lowed by ten foet of earth, thia reatilt would 
happen, the oontraotor would got $1 50 for 
the rook and 57 cents (or tho earth or $2.07 
The result would be, tho easier the work the 
higher the pay, and by worhing out in some 
ottisr inatanooa theae figures by hia mode of 
oaloulation the contractor would, with a 
foot of rook at a depth of twolvo feet, get 
nothing for removing ib. 

Mr. Mohan waa called to support Mr. 
Wilmot'a figures, but he admitted 
that In such a oue as that last 
mentioned the engineer wonld malce an 
allowance to the oontraotor, bnb how or on 
what basis be did nob explain. I em satia- 
fiad the mode of coropntation is wrong, but 
I have not been furnished with any oriteri« 
as to the oorreob method and therefore I 
cannot deal with tho question of value of 
the pxtra works at proaenb. 

I tVicreforo give judgment for the plain- 
tiffs $3,302 being tn« biilaiioo Still due ia the 
oontraot. The dtfendaota are entitled to re- 
tain ten per cent, of the whole amount of 
tho oontraot fjr aix mouths. 

Tnoio will bo a reference as to tho value 
f tb*' extra work unl<>iia tho partlea agroo 
and the p'alntiffs will be eu'.itlod to judge- 
ment fur tne amount when aaoortalDed.

TRADE BBVIEWBD. 

Oun & Co.'s and Bradatreet's Comments on 
the BuBluess of the Week and Pro 
speccB for the Fntnre. 

Ni-;\v YoiiK, March 1. — R. G. Uun A; Co. 
will say to-morrow ; No gold goes out, 
chough sterling exchange has risen close to 
the exporting point and it does not yet ap- 
pear that tho ayudioato has yet made any 
effjrt to control tho cxohango mirkot. Lon- 
don has aold about 10,000 shares of stock 
during tho week and the market is diu- 
tiiictly lower for railroad shares, though a 
shade stronger for trusts. Tho fiilurea for 
throo weeks of February have shown liabll- 
itiea amounting to SS.523,028, againat §11,- 
420,-1:18 for tho Bamtt waeka last year; in 
niunufaoturing $2,557,050, againat $5,045,- 
847 last year, and in trading $5,260,330, 
against $0,281,693 last year. The failures 
for tho week have been 250 in the Uaited 
States, against 261 last year, and in Canada 
38, against 42 last year. 

K adstrcot's will aay : While the eourae 
of g'.'Doral trade during the firak two months 
of no current yoars has been disappointing, 
February oucIb aid Maroh begins witti 
tangible, though not as yet eatiafaotory 
signs of Improfenent. It Is oncouraglDg to 
note that gains are reported in the volume 
of trade at almost ovory Southern city, not- 
withata'uliog advices from Northern oitita, 
whoae jo li^ra tupply tha Soulhorn and

WILL SUPPLY SEED. 

The Government Decide to Assist the Farraeri 
of the Friiser Flooded Districts. 

The Provincial government has had un- 
der consideration for some time the matter 
of supplying the farmers in the flooded dis- 
tricts of tho Frasor valle> with seed.
